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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
are not deemed persuasive for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. Applicant's arguments with regard to the outstanding 
112, 2nd paragraph rejection are not persuasive because, while Applicant maintains that "selectively" is broadly defined and that it is not 
indefinite, the Examiner maintains that the question is not one of "broadness". The Examiner continues to maintatin that the specification 
fails to define "selective". Selective can mean that the reagent interacts with the analyte to the exclusion of other reagents. It could also 
mean that the agent interacts with a certain affiinity to the analyte. Without the knowing what Applicant intends the definiton to be, the 
term remains indefinite. The arguments with regard to the outstanding rejection under 35 USC 103 are not persuasive for the reasons set 
forth in the previous Office Action.
